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2. Savings Bond Drive 


Mr. Wattles said that the Savings Bond Drive has been extended by two 
weeks (to 21 June), and a notice will be coming out to advise all employees of this. 
The Bond Drive has been lagging in the Agency, as in other agencies; effective 
1 June the interest rate on Series E and H bonds was increased from 4, 15% to 4, 25%. 


3. Proposed Executive Order to Permit Cash Awards to Members of the 
Armed Forces 


Mr. Wattles noted that under present regulations agencies may not pay 
cash awards to military personnel on active duty for savings resulting from their 
suggestions. The Department of Defense has proposed an Executive Order to permit 
such payments, and the Agency has endorsed this proposal. 


4, Brookings Conferences for Fiscal Year 1969 


Mr. Richardson discussed Brookings Conferences for Fiscal Year 1969, 
These will include three two~week conferences for Administrative and Program 
Officers and three one-week conferences for senior officers in scientific areas. 
A series of 3-1/2 day refresher conferences for updating previous participants 
is also planned, The Agency has usually participated in these conferences, and 
nominations of GS-16 and above personnel should be submitted to the DD/S by 
27 June, for forwarding to OTR by 10 July. Mr. Richardson also noted that OTR 
pays the freight on these conferences, 
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Mr. Bannerman said that he had mentioned the Federal Executive 
Institute at the Executive Committee Meeting. Mr. Richardson noted that this 
institute begins this fall at Charlottesville, Virginia with four sessions of eight- 
weeks duration, Participants should be GS-16 or above. The Agency has been 
allocated three spaces for FY 1969, 


Mr. Osborn joined the meeting at this point. 


5. Statistical Reports 


Mr. Bannerman said that he had noted that some reports were being 
prepared on a calendar year basis while the majority of reports seem to be ona 


fiscal year basis. Using these different time spans makes it impossible, of course, 


to put the figures together, Unless there should be strong reasons for preparing 
reports on a calendar year basis, the DD/S prefers that statistical reports be 
prepared on a fiscal year basis.
